The Manszanita, Capiain Byrne, re-
turned to port yvesterday from an ex-
tended visit to Alaskan waters. On the
way down the Manzanita touched al
Destruction island, where, on Wednes-
day afternoon, for the first time in the
history of this station, all three ten-
ders stationed at Astoria happened to be
&t the same time. The Columbine and
Heathér met the Manzanita at the
island purely by chance, and, after an
exchange of courtesies, proceeded on
thelr respective journeys.

Men returning on the Manzanita re-
port that the Destruction island light-
house was almost wiped out of exist-
ence on Monday last, when a” Violent
electric storm prevailed along the north
Pacific coast. The storm seemed to
bave centered directly over the island,
and a bolt of lightning that flashed
out of the black sky struck the main
tower and partially demolished it. So
severe was the shock that all of the
men at the statlon were affected and
gtunned for a moment. The damage to
the bullding was not great and repairs
have been made #0 as to enahle the
keeper to operate the light.

The statement was made yesterday
that the electric storm which rcaused
the damage at Destruction Island was
by far the worst which ever raged in
the northwest, and that more damage
was not entailed is regarded as sin-
gularly fortunate. It is seldom that
western lightning results in Jdamage,
and the experience of the men on De-
struction island was a rare ohe,
